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BILL PRESENTED TO ALLOW CITY MANAGER 


New Castle Is 
Affected By Bill 


If Legislature Passes Meas­ 
ure New Castle Could 
Have City Manager 


OVER 400 CITIES 
HAVE'MANAGERS 


City manager for New Castle 
and the other third class cities 
in Pennsylvania is possible under 
the terms of a bill presented in 
the General Assembly by Hiram 
G. Andrews of Cambria county. 
Boros already have the right to 
the managership form, Ellwood 
City having 1 id the plan in ef­ 
fect for years. 
The city manager plan of govern­ 
ment is said to have originated in 
Staunton, Va., in 1908 and now 429 
cities have adopted the idea. Under 
the plan a city is managed by a 
trained executive w’ o is selected by 
y council and the mayor. He ap­ 
points all city employes and is re­ 
sponsible for their conduct. In many 
cases the city manager is an en­ 
gineer. Substitute Efficiency. 
It is argued for the city manager 
plan that efficiency is substituted 
for politics in the operation of a 
city. 
Many large ciMes that have 
adopted it 3 ave succeeded in re- 
lr Militating themselves, notably Cin­ 
cinnati, O. 
A similar bill which i.; eluded both 
second and third class cities was de­ 
feated in 1931, the bill getting but 
91 votes in the House. This year it 
is presumed that the bill will pass 
the House as the Democrats have 
always advanced this as an argu­ 
ment in their pre-election promises.

DEPRECIATION ALOWANCES 
The amount to be recovered by de­ 
preciation is the cost of the proper­ 
ty, if acquired after February 
28, 
1913. If acquired by purchase pri­ 
or to tha 
date, the basis is the 
cost of the property, less depresi- 
ation sustained prior to March 1, 
1913, or the value on March 1, 1913 
whichever is greater.

basis, a reasonable deduction for 
obsolescence may be allowed in ad­ 
dition to depreciation.

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 25—Former 
Secretary of the Treasury, Andrew 
W. Mellon possessed large holdings 
of tax free bonds but reported no 
earnings from them in his income 
tax returns, his confidential secre­ 
tary Howard M. Johnson, admitted 
before the U. S. Board of Tax Ap­ 
peals here today. 
This disclosure came when gov­ 
ernment counsel Robert H. Jackson 
renewed his cross-examination of 
the witness in the three million 
dollar case. Claiming he overpaid 
on his 1931 income, Mellon seeks a 
refund of $139,045 while the govern­ 
ment wants $3,089,261 in additional 
taxes and penalties. 
Johnson also revealed that Mellon 
during his term as a cabinet mem­ 
ber and later as ambassador to the 
court of St. Jame’s dictated the pol­ 
icy for sales and purchasing of 
stocks. 
! 
“Making his own policies was al­ 
ways reserved by Mr. Mellon as his 
own right?” Jackson observed. 
“Always,” replied the witness. 
Johnson denied Mellon maintain­
